SA Bukowski got a lead post 9/11 from WFO to locate and interview Alrababah and 
Alfauru. 


Alrababah knew that the FBI was looking for him’and went to FBI New Haven. His first 
“story” about meeting the hijackers at the 7-11 in Falls Church was a lie, and it took 10 
months before he got his final version of the story, which SA Bukowski characterizes as 
“90 percent” of the story. In the final version, Alrababah admitted to meeting the 
hijackers at the Dar al Hijrah mosque, and witnessing the fight involving the imam there.
